From England and Taiwan to 
Attleboro isa... 


The populus at Feehan is comprised of 
students from Attleboro, Mansfield, 
Norfolk, Foxboro, Rhode Island, Taiwan, 
and England.

biology. Typically, her classes here are 
smaller than those in England.

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From Gelato to 
Glasnost 


“Venice: unique, romantic, 
everything I ever dreamed it would 
be,” was Jessica Allan’s description of 
the queen city of the Adriatic. Riding 
the vaporetto boats in an elbow to 
elbow crowd, Jess visited St. Mark’s 
Cathedral and went window 
shopping! It’s hard to believe that this 
was just a day trip out of her two- 
week stay in Padova, playing 
volleyball in the Sports for 
Understanding program. Jess lived with 
a family there whose home was about 
five minutes from the center of the 
city and just around the corner from a 
store which sold homemade gelato 
(Italian ice-cream). She and her 
friends made at least two trips a day 
to that store! Between volleyball 
matches, Jess visited the University of 
Padova and the shrine of St. Anthony. 

In Bologna, where she stayed for an 
additional two weeks, Jess lived in a 
mansion! The Italian girls with whom 
she stayed were outgoing and 
friendly; they took her to discos and 
restaurants, and introduced her to 
other young people. Although the 
Italian B-team volleyball players Jess 
and her teammates met in Bologna 
were professionals, the Americans 
showed strong talent in competition. 

Her day trips from Bologna 


| included Florence and Ravenna. In

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Florence, she visited the Uffizi gallery 
where she saw Botticelli’s “Venus” and 
“Spring.” Jess was disappointed that 
the tour did not include 
Michelangelo's “David,” but she did 
get to shop in the “straw market” for 
good bargains. Her Ravenna visit 
included a view of the famous 
mosaics, the Lido (beach), and a 
volleyball tournament.

her stay was “meeting people, 
experiencing their culture and the 
closeness of family life, and their 
cooking! Their prosciutto and 
crescendos (similar to dough-boys, 
with various fillings) would melt in 
your mouth!” Saying goodbye on the 
last night was hard, but Jess 
exchanged promises with her Italian 
friends to keep in touch and to meet 
again. Although she was happy to be 
reunited with Mom and Dad, Jess’s 
first trip was to McDonalds for the 
perfect hamburger for which she had 
searched in vain in Italy! 

Meanwhile, Brett O’Brien was in 
the Soviet Union discovering that 
hamburgers weren’t the only absent 
American commodity. Travelling with 
the Hugh O'Brian Youth Foundation 
exchange program, Brett visited the 
Soviet cities of Moscow and 
Leningrad. He found just how 
different from American life Russian 
life was, reflected in the food, living 
conditions, and most of all, the 
people. 

In Moscow, Brett visited the tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier, a Russian 
Orthodox Church, and, of course, the 
Kremlin. At the American embassy 
Brett attended a series of seminars 
which he considered “thought 
provoking.” Soviet Cosmonauts, a 
Russia psychologist and Vladimir 
Posner, head of all radio, television 
and communication in the Soviet 
Union added to the knowledge Brett 
gained from such others as Peter 
Jennings and a Russian Orthodox 
priest. His group celebrated 
Independence Day with U.S. Marines, 
and together they sang the national 
anthem before NBC news cameras. 
Brett later visited the home of a 


seas, one that will last beyond their days playing 
volleyball in Italy.

Russian boy named Alex, with whom 
he spent the rest of the day. Despite 
the slight language barrier, Brett and 
Alex were able to communicate about 
their hobbies, opinions, and lifestyles 
for hours. 

In Leningrad, the group visited the 
Hermitage, a world famous museum 
and the summer home of Peter the 
Great. A short distance from the city 
at a camp for exceptional children, 
Brett and his friends were amazed at 
the talents of the young kids, most 
just five to eight years old, who 
performed gymnastics, singing, 
dancing, and fencing. Given free time 
at the camp, Brett opted to play 
basketball and was joined by two 20- 
year-old fencers who were Olympic 
trainees. Once again, the proverbial 
language barrier did not stop this 
most basic form of international 
relations. 

From the Soviet Union, Brett sailed 
across the Baltic Sea to Stockholm, 
Sweden. There, he found that, “all the 
Swedish people were dressed in high 
style and looked extremely different 
from the Russians with their far- 
outdated clothing.” Brett noted the 
high standard of living in Stockholm 
and the security he felt in walking 
the streets at night. 

Brett and his group returned to 
America with the new appreciation 
for their American lifestyle, after 
having been witnesses to the 
difficulty of Soviet living. Yet despite 
the obvious differences between the 
two cultures, Brett was able to find a 
distinct similarity among the people 
of both nations, in their dreams, 
goals, and hopes for what he 
anticipates will be a “peaceful 
tomorrow.”

Red, White and Blood 


One day late in October heros, 
young and old, walked humbly among 
our community. Although they were 
tired and weak after their valiant feat, 
the satisfaction at having helped 
others shone through their eyes. 

Mrs. Sheila Fisher, a science teacher, 
organized the whole effort. The blood 
drive began early in the morning and 
continued for the duration of the day. 
Students, teachers, and Sturdy 
Memorial lab technicians paraded 
throughout the Religious Education 
Center, working together for the good 
of others. Students made appointments 
to take time out of their daily routines 
to give of and from themselves, their 
very blood. 

There were strict requirements that 
had to be met in order to be a donor. 
The donor had to be at least seventeen 
years old and had to weigh at least 
one hundred and ten pounds. No 
athletes who had a contest or a 
practice scheduled for that day were 
allowed to participate. Also, tests for 


Anemia were run. 

Even the students who were 
“rejected” were given stickers, 
thanking them for their effort. No one 
was sent away empty-handed. 

There was a recovery area for the 
donors where they would remain for a 
half hour. Fruit juices and snacks were 
provided to boost the donors’ energy 
levels. 

An experience that may seem as 
though it would have been an 
inconvenience actually unified our 
students with each other and the 
plight of the ill.
